Captain Hunter, of Toronto, Cana- 
da, then gave an account of experi- 
ences flying in France and in a Ger- 
man prison camp from May, 1917 to 
January, 1918 Having been made a 
prisoner ft a fight ot thirteen Hun 
machines against four British,, he was 
taken to the German intelligence 
quarters, where an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to obtain Infcrmation from him 
was made. A tourniquet was left on 
bis wounded arm for five days, re- 
sulting in the loss of the arm. 

“The Hun will never understand 
how the British Tommy can laugh 
even in captivity,’’ said Capt Hunter, 
after he had told' of Inhuman treat- 
ment in a hospital in Belgium, and 
the horrors of as English camp in 
Westphalia. "The Tommies are forc- 
ed to work under the Allies’ shellfire, 
and when they are shin and bone are 
sent to detention camps to recuperate 
on uneatable bread and soup. In 
seven weeks an average of seven 
Britishers died dally unwounded, from 
starvation," ■ , ‘ t 


University, which has been found suc- 
cessful at Harvard, Leland Stanford 
and other colleges, is being pul into 
effect by the 1918 Senior Class.

The methods of establishing this 
fund is thru life insurance. If it is ac-
